which he had read portions to me. I in- 
formed him at the time that it could not be 
answered until it had been carefully con- 
sidered by the law officers of the crown.

-I will not.now deal with those portions of 
it which are concerned exclusively with the 
controversy that has for some time past 
existed between the republic of Venezuela 
and her Majesty’s government, in regard to 
the boundary which separates their dgmin- 
ions.

Olney of various matters upon which he 
touches in that part of the dispatch; but 
I will defer for the present all observations 
upon it, as it concerns matters which are 
not in themselves of first rate importance, 
and do not directly concern the relations 
between Great Britain and the United States. 


Of Wider Character. ~ 


“The latter part, however, of the

the pen of its author. 

The two opositions which, in effect, 
President onroe laid down, were, first, 
that America was no longer to be looked 
upon as a field for European colonization; 
and, secondly, that Europe must not at- 
tempt to extend its political system to Amer- 
ica, or to contro) the political condition of 
any of the American communities who 
recently declared their independence. 


Not Imaginary Dangers. 
The dangers against which President Mon- 
roe thought it right to guard were not as 
imaginary as they would seem at the present 
day. The formation of the Holy Alliance, 
the Congresses of Laybach and Verona, the 
invasion of Spain by France for the purpose 
of forcing upon the Spanish people a form of 
government which seemed likely to disap- 
pear unless it was sustained by external aid 
were incidents fresh in the mind of President 
Monroe when he penned his celebrated mes- 


sage. 

The of which he speaks, and of 
which so resolutely deprecates the ap- 
plication to the American continent, Was the 
system then adopted by powerful 
states upon the Continent of Europe of com- 
bining to prevent by force of arms 
the adoption in other countries of political 
institutions which they disliked, and to up- 
hold by external pressure those which they 
approved, ~ 

Various portions of South America had 
recently declared their independence, and 
that independence had not been recognized 
by the governments of Spain and Portugal, 
to which, with small exception, the whole of 
Central and South America were nominally 
subject. It was not an imaginary danger 
that he foresaw if he feared that the same 
spirit which had dictated the French ex- 
pedition into Spain might inspire the more 
powerful governments of Europe with the 
idea of imposing by the force of European 
arms upon the South American communi- 
ties the form of government and the political 
connec which they had thrown off. In 
declaring that the United States would re- 
sist any such enterprise if it was contem- 
plated President Monroe adopted a policy 
which received the entire. sympathy of the 
English Government of that date. 

No Present Relation. é 

The dangers which were apprehended by 
President Monroe have no relation to the 
state of things in which we live at the pres- 
ent day. There is no danger of any holy 
alliance imposing its system upon any por- 
tion of the American continent, and there is 
no danger of any European State treating 
any part of the American continent as a fit 
object for European colonization. It is in- 
telligible that Mr. Olney should invoke, in 
defense of the views on which he is now in- 
sisting, an authority which enjoys so high a 

pularity with his own fellow-countrymen. 
ut the circumstances with which President 
Monroe was dealing and those to which the 
resent American Government is address- 
itself have very few features in common. 

Great Britain is imposing no “system” 
upon Venezuela, and is not concerning itself 
in any way with the nature of the political 
institutions under which the Venezuelans 
may prefer to live. But the British Empire 
and the Republic of Venezuela are neigh- 
bors, and they have differed for some time 
past, and continue to differ, as to the line 
by which their dominions are separated. it 
is a controversy with which the United 
States has no apparent practical concern. 
It is difficult, indeed, to see how it can ma- 
terially affect any State or community out- 


Not a Monroe Question. — 
‘The disputed frontier of Venezuela has 
nothing to do with any of the questions 
dealt with by President Monroe. It is nota 
question of the colonization by a 
power of any portion of America, It is not 
a question of imposition upon the communi- 
ties of South America of any system of 
government devised in Europe. It.is simply 
the determination of the frontier of a British 
ion which belonged to the throne of 
Dastand long before the Republic of Ven- 
ezuela came into existence.

I had my hand reach ut 
for the bills, and as I drew it back I man- 
aged to brush all the coin to the floor. The 
man then reached over and grabhed the bills, 
put them in his pocket, and walked out. 

“J didn’t move. What else could a poor

minutes before I could call up Manager 
Douglas from the main office, be when he 
came I could not talk.”
